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County Schoois 


Get Accreditation 
For Grades K-12 


For the first time in the history of 
Coffee County schools, three of the 
institutions will be fully accredited. 
accreaied, 

Superintendent John W. Vaughan 
was notified this week that Kinston, 
New Brockton and Zion Chapel schools 
have been approved for accred/iation by 
the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools. None of the county schools 
have been accredited by this organiza- 
tion in the past. 

“This culminates three years of hard 
work by the faculty, staff, and entire 
school system,” said Vaughan. 

A state commission approved the 
accreditation last week. However, the 
schools will not actually be admitted 
into the Southern Association until its 
regional meeting which will be held in 
Dallas, Texas during December. 

According to Vaughan, the accredi- 
tation is a verification of the high 
quality of education offered by these 
three schools. ‘‘It’s a matter of proving 
the excellence of the schools." 

All schools in the Coffee County 
system are state accredited and Elba 
and Enterprise city schools are accred- 
ited both by the state and Southern 
Association. However, many county 
schools throughout the state are not 
accredited by both. 


In order to receive full accredita- 
tion, many changes were required to be 
made in the curriculum of grades K-12 
at the schools. Vaughan said the move 
toward accreditation began several 
months before he was appointed super- 
intendent, and has been one of the top 
priorities of his administration. 

The process has taken three years to 
complete. According to the superin- 
tendent, the first year was primarily 
devoted to self study during which 
teachers had to identify the philosophy 
of the individual schools and outline the 
course of study in each subject area.

The second year invoived preparing 
of the reports compiled during the first 
year and statistical analysis of the data 
collected. 

After all the paperwork was com- 
pleted and various changes made at the 
schools, accreditation teams, each con- 
sisting of 1S members, visited the 
school during the third year. It was the 
duty of these teams to make reports on 
the visits, offer suggestions to school 
officials, and finally, to recommend that 
the schools be denied or granted 
accreditation. 

The only schools in the system which 
are not fully accredited now are 
Goodman and New Hope. Vaughan 
added that this does not mean the 
quality of education at these schools 
is inferior. Because of the sizes of these 
schools and financial limitations, he 
said, there are certain requirements-- 
such as employing a full-time librari- 
an and guidance counselor--for accredi- 
tation which cannot be met presently. 

“We are tremendously proud of our 
accreditation, especially to achieve it 
during proration and a time of finan- 
cial restrictions,"’ said Vaughan. “It is 
also unique for us since most systems 
go for one school at a time. Instead 
we went for all three at once.”’ 

He noted that the process of trying 
to achieve accreditation led school 
officials to implement better instruc- 
tional programs. 

“It also gave us more direction in 
our math program and we saw weak- 
nesses in the libraries which we hope 
we have begun to correct,’ Vaughan 
continued, ‘‘It also led=to a better 
coordination of curriculum from one 
grade to the next.” 

‘I think it indicates we're providing 
quality education for every boy and girl 
in this county.” 

The schools will be re-evaluated 
évery five years to maintain its accredi- 
tation. 


Att. General Against 
Divine’s Early Release 


Alabama Attorney General Charles 
Graddick has formally opposed the early 
parole of 48 Alabama prison inmates 
whose parole eligibility dates were 
accelerated six months by a federal 
court order issued July 15. 

Among those paroles opposed by 
Graddick is that of Alan Lonzo Divine, 
serving a life sentence for killing Elba 
policeman Herman Driggers in 1964. 
He was originally sentenced to death by 
electrocution and the sentence was later 
commuted to life imprisonment. : 

Graddick wrote in his formal report 
to the State Pardons and Parole Board: 
“The murder committed by this inmate 
was the result of an ambush slaying of 
an Elba, Alabama, police officer and the 
critical wounding of a sheriff's deputy. 
The law enforcement officers involved 
inthis case were attempting to serve an 
irrest warrant which resulted from an 
assault upon the inmate's father by the 
inmate. As the law enforcement officers 

ere attempting to serve the warrant, 
the inmate while in hiding shot and 
killed the Elba police officer and severly 
wounded the sheriff's deputy. The law 
enforcement officers familiar with this 
case are most vehement in stating that 
the circumstances surrounding this case 
were most heinous."’ 
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When the early release was ordered 
in July, former Coffee County District 
Attorney Lewey Stephens said he would 
do whatever he could to prevent 
Divine’s release. Stephens and G.A. 
Lindsey prosecuted the case. 


_ Court records in Coffee County show 
that Divine had been arrested several 
times prior to the murder arrest for 
violent crimes and once for indecent 
molestation of a child.

Largest Budget Approved 
For Coffee County Schools 


The Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion approved a $3.5 million operating 
budget for the 1981-82 school year 
during a meeting Tuesday morning. It is 
the largest budget ever approved for the 
county system. 

While many local school systems 
have already warneg about having to 
operate under financially strangled 
budgets, Coffee County’s has a $20,000 
surplus budgeted at the end of the year

,* Superintendent John Vaughan told 
the board members that while no 
wasteful spending is included in the 
budget, there is enough anticipated 
revenue to allow school officials more 
‘breathing room’’ than they have been 
accustomed to during the past three 
years. He added, though, that the 
soundness of the budget is dependant 
on state and local monies coming in as 
anticipated. 

**We hope we're able to live within 
this budget and I hope we will receive 
the revenues we're expecting,’’ noted 
Vaughan. ‘This is better budget finan- 
cially than we’ve had the last several 
years, but when you consider we're 
overdue for new school buses and 
building repairs because of proration, 
the budget is not that good.’’ 

He said many of the items included 
in the tentative budget have been 
overestimated in case of proration so 
the schools can absorb much of the blow 
if it does occur again. 

The budget also includes $360,000 
fur capital outlay expenses, with 
$132,000 of that total budgeted for five 
new school buses. The remainder of the 
estimated capital outlay costs is $51,036 
for furniture and instructional equip- 
ment at the schools; $38,000 for welding 
and audio visual equipment at the 
vocational departments, and $150,000 
for renovation work at the schools. 

Vaughan said the $150,000 is pro- 


*bably an excessive figure but he noted 


that there may be a possibility of some 
matching state funds. If any of this 
money is offered then Coffee County 
will have money in capital outlay funds 
to match it. While some of the buildings 
need quite a bit of work, Vaughan said 
only about $60,000 will probably be 
spent for alterations. He also added that 
the physical plants are probably in the 
best condition the students and faculty 
have seen for the past 25 years. 


As is the case with all public schools 
in Alabama, the bulk of Coffee County's 
revenue comes from the state--$2,3 
million, which primarily covers’ salaries 
and fixed charges for teachers, support 
personnel, and other staff members. 
The federal government is expected to 
contribute $426,000 during the 81-82 
year. The remaining revenue comes 
from a five mill county tax and a seven 
mill district tax. According to Vaughan, 
both of these revenues will be down 
from last year’s total due to a home- 
stead exemption for taxpayers 65 years 
and older which directly affects school 
taxes. Revenue from the county's five 
mill tax is estimated at $245,000 of 
which the county schools get only 
$65,000 and the remainder goes to Elba 
and Enterprise city schools. The district 
tax is expected to generate $295,000. 

Other revenue comes from rent of 
school buildings, food services, and the 
sale of property. 

The largest line item expenditure in 
the budget is $2.2 million for instruc- 
tion. This cost covers salaries for 
teachers, principals, vocational supervi- 
sors, counselors, teacher aides, travel, 
secretaries, library supplies, and var- 
ious instructional materials. 

Vaughan said he budgeted $25,000 
for library services which is a larger 
amount than normal because the librar- 
ies are in dire need of new books and 
equipment. : 

The estimated expenditures for gen- 
eral control is $95,285 and includes 
salaries for the superintendent, clerical 
assistants, legal fees, and travel ex- 
pense for the superintendent and board 
members. 

“Approximately 85 percent of our 
budget is earmarked for salaries and 
another 15 percent is earmarked for 
transportation. So we only have discre- 
tion over about eight percent of our total 
revenue,"’ said Vaughan. 

The budget includes $223,386 for 
transporation, but Vaughan said more 
funds will probably have to be added to 
this item before the year is over. 
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Unruly Prophet 
Arrested for 
Striking Cop 


A simple report of a man walking 
in the road on Highway 84 East turned 
out to be the beginning a wild 
experience for Elba Police and officers 
at the Coffee County Jail on Monday, 
Oct. 19. : 

The New Brockton Police Dept. 
called on Monday to report a man 
walking in the middie of the road on 
Hwy. 84. and Elba patroiman Randy 
Paul went out to investigate. Upon 
arriving. Paul reported the man was 
walking on the side of the road, but 
would jump out in the road when a car 
would approach, forcing cars to slam on 
brakes and leave the road to avoid 
hitting him. 

The man then told the patrolman the 
end of the world was coming, and hell 
was going to be beside his car in a circle 
he had drawn. He also stated he was 
going to set the circle on fire later that 
night. Paul reported every time he 
would approach the man, the man 
would stick his hand in his pocket. New 
Brockton police and the Elba animal 
warden arrived at the scene and tried to 
assist Paul in catching the elusive 
walker, but he ran across the rail- 
road tracks and hit Paul with a stick 
when caught. Before being caught, the 
man told the policeman to go ahead and 
shoot because bullets couldn't hurt him. 

The three law enforcement officers 
finally handcuffed the man and took him 
to the county jail. While at the jail, he- 
took off his clothes and tried to flush 
them down a toilet, prompting jailers to 
put him in a straight-jacket. The 
mysterious inmate escaped from the 
straight-jacket and set a mattress on fire 
before jailers could subdue him and 
reapply restraints. 

The man was identified as a former 
mental patient at Mt. Vernon, where he 
was released. He is scheduled to be 
returned to the hospital this week. 


VA Recipients 
Need to Report 
Annual Income 


Veterans Administration annual in- 
come reporting period is fast approach- 
ing, according to John H. Taylor, 
the State Department of Veterans 


Affairs Service Officer for Coffee 
County. 
Taylor says that all veterans, 


surviving spouses and children in re- 
ceipt of Improved Pension, veterans 
and surviving spouses in receipt of Old 
Law and Section 306 pension, parents in 
receipt of death compensation, De- 
pendency and Indemnity Compensa- 
tion, and dependent parents of service- 
connected veterans receiving payments 
should get a VA income questionnaire 
on or about November 1, 1981. Some 
beneficiaries who have attained age 72 
or older and children in receipt of Old 
Law and Section 306 pension will not 
receive an income questionnaire this 
year. The questionnaires should be 
completed and returned to the VA no 
later than January 1, 1982. Failure to do 
this will automatically suspend all 
payments on February 1, 1982.

Many Alabama Families to Lose 
Aid to Dependent Children 


About 100 families will be 
dropped from Alabama's Aid 
to Dependent Children pro- 
gram this month. Next 
month and on through 
February, at least 4.500 more 
families will see their checks 
reduced or terminated. 

Rebecca B. Beasley, act- 
ing commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, said recently that, 
in coming months, many 
more of the state’s 58,000 
ADC families will feel the 
effect of new federal legisia- 
tion aimed at cutting the cost 
of public welfare nationwide. 

The cuts, she said, result 
from the same federal law 
that brought about reduc- 
tions in food stamps and 
social services. 

The 100 families e- 
liminated from the program 
this month represent house- 
holds receiving payments un- 
der $10 a month. A new 
federal rule sets the mini- 
mum ADC payment at $10. 
Alabama's minimum, up to 
now, had been $7 a month.

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of the change in the mini- 
mum payment,”’ Mrs. Beas- 
ley said. ‘These particular 
households will continue to 
have access to free medical 
care, although they'll no 
longer receive a monthly 
check." 

The 4,500 families to ex- 
perience cuts next month and 
on through February are all 
working households affected 
by new restrictions on the 
way earnings are treated in 
the ADC program. About 
1,500 of those families will 
have their monthly checks 
terminated, and the remain- 


ing 3,000 will see their 
assistance reduced. 
Additional families will 


be affected by a new rule 
requiring income of step- 
parents to be counted in 


determining cligibility and 
benefits. 

Some families will lose 
eligibility because of regula- 
tions limiting their re- 
sources--such as cash on 
hand and money in the 
bank--to $1,000. Under the 
old rules, families could keep 
their cligibility as long as 
they had less than $1,750 in 
resources. 

A highly technical but 
important change limits ADC 
eligibility to families with 
gross incomes under 150 
percent of the state’s “‘stan- 
dard of need.”’ The need 
standard is a money figyre. 
different from state to state, 
on which payments are 
based. 

Asa result of this change, 
a family of three in Ala- 
bama does not qualify for 
ADC if its gross income is 
above $576 a month, A 
family of three with close to 
that income receives only a 
very small payment. 


“We expect the federal 
changes in ADC to save more 
than $2 million a year after 
they are a implemented,”” 
Mrs. Beasley said. ‘‘We 
hope to use some of the 
savings eventually to raise 
payments for those who re- 
main cligible, Alabama's 
payments are close to the 
lowest in the nation, and an 
increase has been needed for 
a long time.” 

The typical ADC family of 
three in Alabama receives a 
check averaging $108 
a month. The assistance is 
only for children who have 
lost the support of one or 
both parents through death, 
disability or continued ab- 
sence from the home. 

In the fiscal year that 
ended September 30, ADC 
benefits totaling $80 million 
were paid to Alabama fami- 
lies eligible for the aid. 
The federal government 
supplied 71 percent of the 
cost and the state the rest.

Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion (ASC) Committee in 
preparation for holding elec- 
tions for ASC county and 
community committee mem- 
bers later this year, reported 
Robert English, chairman of 
the ASC Committee for 
Coffee County. 

ASC communities are lo- 
cal administrative areas 
which help provide farmers 
with effective farm program 
administration, These areas 
are reviewed yearly to deter- 
mine whether boundary 
changes would benefit farm- 
ers, English said.

Parents’Names SentTo 
Federal Government 


the state Department of 
Pensions and Security has 
forwarded the names of more 
than 2,800 absent parents to 
the federal government in an 
effort to collect delinquent 
child support payments from 
federal income tax refunds. 

The absent parents, 
mainly fathers, represent 
arrearages of $5,3 million in 
support payments for Ala- 
bama children receiving pub- 
lic welfare. 

A new federal program 
allows the Internal Revenue 
Service to deduct delinquent 
child support from federal 
income tax refunds. The IRS, 
in turn, sends the money to. 
the states. 

*‘We have a new state 
law that allows child support 
to be deducted from state 
income tax refunds, also,”’ 
said Rebecca B. Beasley, 
acting Pensions and Security 
commissioner. ‘‘What we're 
unable to collect from the 
federal tax refund, we'll 
try to collect from the state 
refund. We're working with 
the Revenue Department to 
make use of the new state 
law.”’ 

Although the potential for 
collections from tax refunds 
for 1981 is $5.3 million, the 
state public welfare agency 
does not expect to receive 
that much from the new 


programs. This is because 
not all parents who owe child 
support will file returns or be 
eligible for refunds. 

‘Nevertheless, we do ex- 
pect the new offset programs 
to help us a great deal in 
collecting child support pay- 
ments,’’ Mrs. Beasley said. 
*‘We just have no way of 
knowing exactly how much 
we'll receive.” 

The names prepared for 
the federal Internal Revenue 
Service and the state Reve- 
nue Department, she said, 
represent parents who are at 
least $500 and three months 
behind in court-ordered child 
support payments. 


Child support collections 
assist the Department of 
Pensions and Security in 
funding Aid to Dependent 
Children, the welfare pro- 
gram that provides small 
monthly payments to 
children who have lost the 
support of one or both par- 
ents through death, disabi- 
lity or desertion. 


In the fiscal year that 
ended September 30, the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security collected about $6.4 
million in child support for 
Alabama _ children. That 
amount was about $800,000 
more than the agency col- 
fected the previous year.

“A person who applies 
tor an Alabama driver's li- 
cense will be taking a new 
test beginning November 1|,"" 
said Major Harold Ham- 
mond, chief of the Driver 
License Division of the Ala- 
bama Department of Public 
Safety. ‘'Five different tests 
have been developed from 
the new Alabama Drivers’ 
Manual which is now avail- 
able throughout the state."’ 


The new drivers’ manual, 
which has been developed 
and printed using a $100,000 
grant obtained through the 
Office of Highway and Traf- 
fic Safety with the assis- 
tance of its director, Jim 
Quinn, contains color pic- 
tures of traffic signs and 
up-to-date information on 
traffic laws and safety rules.

unit of the DPS Driver Li- 
cense Division, said, ‘“‘It is 
important that the Alabama 
Driver's Manual be read 
carefully before the written 
test for an Alabanfa driver's 
license is taken. There are 
20 questions on each test 
taken from the manual. Each 
test also has color pictures of 
ten different road signs to be 
identified. To pass the test, 
no more than six incorrect 
answers may be given." 
This is the first complete 
revision of the drivers’ man- 
ual and test since 1963-64. 
The new manuals and tests 
cover such things as driving 
on controlled access or inter- 
State highways, and Ala- 
bama’s right-turn-on-red law 
which have not been covered 
in older tests.

I have talked with hundreds of coaches the past couple of 
years, both in the high school and college ranks, and they all 
agree we have one of the top high school coaches in the state 
in Mack Wood, One coach listed him in the Top 3, while 
another college coach put him in a Top 5 group. While I do 
agree, I think he should be at the top of the list - not just on it! 
Coach wood has proven this season he can produce a winning 
team, even when that team is in a rebuilding year, which Elba 
clearly is this season. Back when we lost to Luverne and Opp I 
thought we were headed for a losing season and coulun't find 
more than four wins no matter how hard we looked at the 
schedule. However, Coach Wood somehow put the pieces 
back in place and made the players realize they could beat 
anyone if they gave a maximum effort; and here all of a 
sudden we are 5-3 and have a shot at making the playoffs. I 
know the players deserve a lot of credit, but so does Coach 
Wood. He wouldn't let them quit on themselves and turned 
them into winners. 

Friday night's win over Ashford was Coach Wood's 100th 
career win - a landmark for all coaches. Wood is in his 15th 
season of coaching and owns a career record of 100 wins, 44 
losses and three ties. He has come a long way from his days 
as a coach at Geraldine, where his first team posted a 4-5-1 
record (his only losing season as a head coach). Coach Wood 
came to Elba in 1977 and inherited a program that had 
slumped to only 19 wins in four years; and jumped in head 
first in an effort to turn the program around. He cleaned up 
tlre dressing rooms, painted the varsity locker room and 
showed everyone he wanted a first class program. Wood's 
enthusiasm was contagious, and all of a sudden Elba was 
winning again and earning the respect of everyone in the 
area. No doubt - Coach Wood was just what the doctor had 
ordered! 

Now in his fifth season at the Elba helm, Coach Wood has 
led the Tigers to a record of 35-14 and a playoff berth. This 
season, despite an obvious lack of outstanding athletes, Elba 
is still winning and fighting for a trip to the playoffs. You 
know your program is in good shape when you can win and be 
in the running for the playoffs in an ‘‘off year,’ but that’s 
what we have - a good program -- and Coach Mack Wood 
deserves much of the credit. 


Elba played about as good in the first half last week as 
they have in a long time and put a win on ice only three 
minutes into the second half when it opened up a 28-0 lead 
over a good Ashford team. 

The Tigers came out running straight at Ashford and blew 
them down the field to score on their initial drive. With the 


running game still clicking, Elba went to the air and found out 
it could pass after all! Mike Amison passed for over 100 yards 
in the first half, a season high, and when combined with a 
solid running game and good line play, Elba was devastating. 
The spirit died a bit in the second half. as it sometimes will 
when a win seems to be in the bag, but the first half stunned 
both Ashford and Elba fans. Was that the real Elba? If so, 
please come back. 

Over on defense, Elba bent a few times, but never broke, 
and held their opponents in check for most of the game. To 
completely shut down a team like Ashford is hard, because 
they do some wild things, but we gave a good effort and 
seemed able to stop ‘em when it counted. Our defense gave 
up some long runs, but it was once again aggressive and got 
after folks. That's something we have to do to win! Allin all, I 
thought we relaxed after getting ahead 28-0 (not a good thing 
to do), but we did mighty good in the first half and showed 
more promise. We are still getting better and I hope the team 
will keep on working and close out the season with a bang! 


A quick look around the county shows only Enterprise was 
able to notch a win last week, as Kinston, New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel all bit the dust. Enterprise broke out of a 14-14 
halftime deadlock to dump Carver 35-21 and remain 
unbeaten. The Wildcat fans, somewhat spoiled after a couple 
of big winning seasons, are wanting to know what's wrong 
with the Cats, because they aren't running up big scores. 
Ain't nothing wrong at Enterprise - the Wildcats are just 
getting a little fat after claiming win after win after win... . 

Kinston gave it all they had, but it wasn’t nearly enough 
as the Bulldogs took a 42-6 beating from McKenzie. Kinston 
isn’t that bad a team - they just can't seem to put it all 
together.
